Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's amendnnent raises new issues that require further consideration and/or search. Specifically, 
Applicant has annended claim 20 to recite the newly added limitation of "a ceii". 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's request for reconsideration of the 
finality of the prior Office Action has been considered but cannot be granted because Applicant's amendment dated December 20, 2004, 
added several claim limitations that were not previously considered. As Applicant correctly points out, claim 7 was amended to add the 
new limitation of "three cellular locations selected from the group consisting of..." which was not previously considered. With respect to 
claim 20, the steps of "contacting each member of said first set of signal transduction proteins..." and "contacting each member of said 
second set of signal transduction proteins..." were not previously considered. Applicant's amendments to claims 7 and 20 sufficiently 
distinguished Applicant's invention from the cited prior art, such that new grounds for rejection became necessary. Accordingly, the 
finality of the prior Office Action appears proper.
